It is not ſufficient merely to fix upon proper 
Subjects; for unleſs Labour be aſſiſted by Art, 
unleſs the Knowledge of the Learned be com- 
municated to direct the Hand of the Induſtrious, 
the Labourer may waſte his Time and Strength 
in vain, and Study degenerate into Amuſe- 


Reflections of this Kind induced ſome of the 
Nobility and Gentry of this Kingdom to at- 
tempt forming a Society for the Encourage- 
ment of Arts, Manufactures and Commerce, 
As a Communication of Thought was only 
wanting to give it Being, Experience has now 
thewn that Information of its Exiſtence was 
only neceſſary to render it extenſively bene-

Ireland having a EAN of the like nature, 
ſupported by the Parliament of that Kingdom, 
and Scotland having a voluntary Society for the 
ſame Ends; all Rewards given by this Socie- 
ty are applicable to England, Wales, Berwick 
upon Tweed, and the Colonies only, un- 


leſs the contrary be expreſs'd in the Advertiſe- 
ments. 


To regulate the Methods of proceeding, and 
carry the Intentions of the Society into Exe- 
cution, the following Rules and Orders have 


been agreed upon. 


SECT i 
Election of Officers. 


HERE ſhall be one Preſident, eight Vice- 
Preſidents, a Treaſurer, a Regiſter, and 
a Secretary, elected annually on the firſt Wed- 
neſday in March, by Ballot, in the following Man- 
ner, viz. | 
Each Member of the Society, if he pro» 
poſes to chuſe any Perſons into Office, different 
from thoſe elected the preceding Year, ſhall 
write upon the Ballotting Liſt, under the re- 
ſpective Title of Office, the Name of the No- 
bleman or Gentleman he propoſes, to be either 
Preſident, Vice-Preſident, Treaſurer, Regiſter, 
or Secretary : ſtriking out the printed Name in 
the Liſt, oppoſite to the Name he thinks fit to 
inſert, Printed Ballotting Liſts, with the Names 
of the Officers in Being, according to the Form 
annex d (A) will be ready to be delivered to 
every Member, at the Time of ballotting, by 
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the Regiſter. Each 14 ſhall put his Liſt intq 
a Box, which ſhall ſtand open from fix till eight 
o'Clock in the Evening, at which Hour the 
Ballot is to be cloſed ; the Secretary ſhall then 
take out and read the Liſts one by one, and two 
Scrutineers, (appointed by the Majority of Mem- 
bers preſent before the Ballot begins) ſhall 
obſerve the Numbers for each Name, and re- 
port the ſame to the Society; and the Perſon 
or Perſons who have the greateſt Number of 
Voices ſhall be deemed duly elected, 


If the Preſident or any of the Vice-Preſidents 
ſhall happen to die, or by Letter reſign, in ſuch 
caſe the remaining Vice-Preſidents ſhall continue 
to act, and when preſent preſide at the Meetings 
of the Society, in the order in which they are 
named in the Hlection Liſt, until the Extraordi: 
nary Meeting for Election on the firſt Medneſday 
in March then next enſuing. ; 


In caſe the Treaſurer, Regiſter, or Secretary 
ſhall die, or in manner aforeſaid reſign, then the 

next Ordinary Meeting of the Society is impow- 
_ ered to appoint a Perſon to act in ſuch reſpective 
Office, as Treaſurer, Regilter, or Secretary, until 
the Extraordinary Meeting next enſuing, when 
a Perſon to fill the vacant Office for the remain» 
ing Part of the Year ſhall be elected by Ballot.

Duty F the Preſident and Vice- Prefidents. 


HE Duty of the Preſident, and in his Ab- 
ſence, of the reſpective Vice-Preſidents, ia 
the Order they are named in the Liſt, is, to pre-

fide in all Meetings and Committees, with his Hat 
on if he pleaſes; to regulate all the Debates of 
the Society; to ſtate and put Queſtions both in 
the affirmative and negative, according to the 
Senſe and Intention of the Meeting z to check 
Irregularities, and keep all Perſons in Order; to 
direct Summons's for all Extraordinary Meet- 
ings; and to execute, or ſee to the Execution of 
all the Rules and Orders of the Society,

Buſineſs of the Treaſurer, 


| HE Treaſurer is to receive for the Uſe of 

the Society, all Monies due or payable to 
the Society, which Monies are to be forthwith 
paid into the Bank of England, in the Names of 
the Preſident and Vice-Preſidents ; the Treaſurer 
reſerving in his Hands, for current Expences of the 
Society, a Sum not exceeding 1001. but if at any 
Time a further Sum ſhould be wanting, he is to 
apply to the Society, who will requeſt the Preſi- 
dent or Vice-Preſidents, or any three of them, to 
give him a Draught on the Bank for the Sum ne- 
ceſſary. | 


Every Sum of Money payable for the Uſe of 
the Society, ſhall be paid by the Treaſurer, by 
Order of the Society. 


The Treaſurer ſhall keep regular and particu- 
lar Accounts of ſuch Receipts and Diſburſe- 
ments ; he ſhall attend the Committee or Meet- 
ing appointed to examine his Accounts, and pro- 
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duce the ſame, and all Vouchers relative thereto 1 
which, after paſſing his Accounts, ſhall be deli- 
vered to the Regiſter, to be by him preſerved for 
the Ule of the Society. |

Buſineſs of the Regiſter. 


H E Regiſter is to have an Apartment in 
the Society's Houſe, and the Cuſtody and 
Care of all Books, Papers, and other Things 
whatſoever belonging to the Society; the Direc- 
tion of all the inferior Servants of the Society 
the Care and Cuſtody of all Things brought to, 
or for the Uſe of the Society; he is to 4 a 
Liſt of all the Members, diſtinguiſhing the Times 
when the Money is due from them, and what Ar- 
rears are unpaid ; which Lift, together with the 
Regiſter Book, wherein the ſeveral Members have 
ſubſcribed their Names, is to be laid before the 
Preſident at every Meeting; he is to take care 
to have a ſufficient Number of printed Plans, 
Liſts of Members, and Publications of Premi- 
ums, ready for the Uſe of the Members ; he 
ſhall collect the Subſcription Money for the Uſe 
of the Society, and deliver Receipts for the ſame 
ſigned by the Treaſurer according to the Forms 
(BB) which Money he is to pay over to the 
Treaſurer at 'the next Meeting; and for his 
Trouble in the Execution of his Office, beſides 
the Apartment in the Houſe, he ſhall be paid 
500. per Ann. Salary. 15

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EC Fs 
Buſineſs of the Secretary. 


INH E Secretary is to attend all Meetings 
and Committees of the Society, unleſs pre- 
vented by Sickneſs, or any other unavoidable 
Accident; in which Caſe he is to take care to ſend 
ſealed up to the Regiſter, in due Time, the Mi- 
nutes of the Society, and ſuch other Papers as 
may be in his Hands; he is when preſent to take 
down all Minutes; read all Letters, Liſts, Ad- 
vertiſements, and other Things ordered by the 
Society; to enter all the Proceedings of the Society 
and Committees in the following Books reſpec- 
tively, viz. Society's Minute Book—Guard Book — 
Committee Minute Book— Memorandum Book—Copy 
Books of Letters received and ſent by the Society, 
and directed to be entered therein. Boot of Rules 
and Orders, and Reward Book. All which Books 
are to be properly indexed, and always left in the 
Cuſtody of the Regiſter of the Society, except the 
Minute Book and Copy Books of Letters; the Se- 
cretary is by Order of the Society to ſign all Or- 
ders, Notices, and Advertiſcments; to inſpect 
and correct the Printing of alt Things directed 
by the Society to be printed; and as a Satisfac- 
tion for executing his Office, he ſhall be paid 50/, 
per Annum. 


The Plan of the Society, the Liſt of the Mem- 
bers, the Account of the ſeveral Subjects and 
Rewards which have been propoſed ſince the In- 
ſtitution of the Society, together with an Account

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ot the Judgment given thereupon, the Perſons 
to whom the Rewards have been aſſigned, and 
ſuch other Papers as the Society ſhall think pro- 
per, ſhall be printed in Octavo under his Inſpec- 
tion, for the Uſe of the Members. 


Every Member (having obtained Leave for 
written Copies of the Proceedings, or Papers of 
the Society) is to pay to the Secretary for the

Meetings and Order of Proceedings of the 
Society. 


HERE ſhall be Eight Extraordinary Meet- 
ings of the whole Society in every Year, at 
the Society's Office, at Six o'Clock in the Even- 
ing preciſely, viz. on the ſecond Wedneſday in Fa- 
nuary, the firſt Wedneſday in February, the firſt 
Wedneſday in March, the firſt Wedneſday in April, 
the firſt Wedneſday in May, the laſt Wedneſday in 
May, the ſecond Wedneſday in November, and the 
ſecond Wedneſday in December; at which Meetings 
only, if ſeven Members at the leaſt be preſent, 
whereof the Preſident, or one of the Vice-Pre- 
ſidents, always to be one, Rules and Orders for 
the Government of the Society may be made or 
altered; and ſuch Rules, Orders, and Altera- 
tions being reconſidered and confirmed at the 
next ſucceeding Extraordinary Meeting, are to be 
valid and binding. ) |

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If any nine Members of the Society think 
it neceſſary to have an Extraordinary Meet- 
ing of the Society, at any Time not before men- 
tioned, they are to require ſuch Meeting to be 
called, by a Paper ſigned by them and delivered 
to the Preſident or two Vice-Preſidents, who is 
or are required thereupon to order ſuch Extraor- 
dinary Meeting, to be held at the Society's Of- 
fice, at any Time within eight Days after ſuch 
Requeſt ſignified to him or them; giving Notice 
of the Day and Hour of ſuch Meeting, three 
Days ſucceſſively, in two of the Daily Papers. 


The Ordinary Meetings of the Society are to be 
held on Wedneſday in every Week, at Six Clock 
in the Evening preciſely, from the ſecond Wedneſ- 
day in November to the laſt Wedneſday in May; 
and in the intermediate Time on the firſt and 
third Wedneſday in every Month; and if at ſuch 
Ordinary Meetings there are preſent any five or 
more Members, they may, in caſe of the Ab- 
ſence of the Preſident and all the Vice-Preſi- 
dents, elect one of the Members preſent to pre- 
ſide for that Meeting, and then proceed on Bu- 
ſineſs ; and the ſaid Meetings have Power to ap- 
point ſuch Committees as they ſhall think neceſ- 
fary ; at which Committees all Members that 

leaſe to come have Voices, and have Power to 
call for the Books and Papers of the Society, and 
to adjourn to ſuch other Time as they ſhall think

Eleflion of Members. 


O new Member ſhall be elected on the firſt 
| Wedneſday in March, being the Day for elect- 
ing the Preſident and Officers of the Society, until 
the Officers are elected: but at all Meetings, Or- 
dinary or Extraordinary, any Perſon having a new 
Member to propoſe, is to do it by delivering in his 
Name, Addition, and Place of Abode, ſigned by 
the Propoſer, which is to be read by the Secretary; 
and ſuch Perſon is at the next Meeting of the So- 
ciety to be ballotted for, and if two Thirds of 
the Members then preſent are for admitting ſuch 
Perſon a Member, he is to be deemed a perpetual 
Member upon Payment to the Treaſurer, or Re- 
giſter, of twenty Guineas ; or a ſubſcribing Mem- 
ber upon Payment of any Sum not leſs than two 
Guineas annually, ſo long as he pleaſes to pay 
ſuch Sum to the Uſe of the Society. 


Foreigners, or Perſons that do not uſually re- 
ſide in England, may be elected, by Ballot, to be 
correſponding Members of this Society, without 
being ſubject to Contributions; and if they happen 
to come .to London, ſhall be admitted ro the 
Meetings of the Society, but ſhall not be per- 
mitted to vote, unleſs they become Contributors.

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It is expected that every Member ſhall pay his 
Contribution in Arrear, within one Month after he 
has been applied to by Letter from the Society 
for that Purpoſe, according to the Copy annexed 
C); and no Perſon is to be intitled to vote or 
allot at any Meeting or Committee of the So- 
ciety, until his Arrears are paid.

H E following Committees of the Society 

ſhall be appointed as ſtanding Committees, 
on the firſt Yedneſday in March annually : viz.

There ſhall be conſtantly hung up in the So- 
ciety's Room a Lift of all Committees, as well 
ſtanding Committees as occaſional, diſtinguiſhing 
the Days and Hours of their reſpective Meet 
ings and Adjournments ; and notwithſtanding 

particular 
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particular Gentlemen are named for each Com- 
mittee, every Member that ſhall pleaſe to at- 
tend is of every Committee, and all Committees 


have Power to adjourn themſelves as they ſhall 
think fit. 


When any particular Buſineſs is referred to a 
Committee, on the firſt Meeting of ſuch Com- 
mittee they are to elect a Chairman from 
amongſt themſelves, who is to continue as 
ſuch for all ſucceeding Mectings, and not quit his 
Office till the Buſineſs of ſuch Committee is 
finiſhed: The Chairman is to take care that 
regular Meetings of the Committee are appoint- 
ed; heis to make the proper Reports to the 
Society, and not let the Buſineſs drop till com- 

leated, or poſtponed by the Society, If any 

Buſineſs poſtponed by the Society, ſhould, by 
their Order, be afterwards reſumed, the Com- 
mittee muſt ele& or appoint their Chairman at 
the firſt Meeting.

The Committee for Premiums to be ordered at 
the General Board in December, is to inſpect the 
Memorandum Book, and collect proper Subjects 
for the annual Premiums, and to deliver in a Liſt 
of Subjects to the General Board, on or before the 
firſt Wedneſday in March.

Of Rewards. 
HEN any Subject is propoſed to the 


Society as meriting a Reward, the 
Perſon who propoſes it ſhall give in writing ſuch 
Account of the ſaid Subject as may have come to 
his Knowledge, together with his Reaſons for 
thinking it deſerves Encouragement, 


The Subjects (for the Diſcovery, Improve- 
ment or Introduction of which Rewards are 
propoſed to be given) ſhall be fixed at the Extra- 
ordinary Meeting on the firſt V edneſday in 
April yearly; and that Meeting is alſo to ap- 
point the Time when the Claim to each Reward 
is to be reſpectively determined. 


And that all Rewards given by the Society 
may be diſtributed with the utmoſt Impartia- 
lity and Juſtice, the Society ſhall (whenever it 
thinks proper) call to its Aſſiſtance ſuch Gentle- 
men, Manufacturers, or other Perſons, (tho 
not Members of the Society) as ſhall be deem- 
ed beſt able to judge of and diſcover the Truth 
or Value of any Matter or Thing fof which a 
Premium has been offered, and ſhall appoint 

udges, to determine (by Ballot) on the reſpective 
alue or Merit of any Matter or Thing that 
ſhall claim a Premium: concealing as much as 
may be the Names of the Claimants from the 
| | Knowledge 
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Knowledge of the ſaid Judges, whoſe Determi- 


nation, when confirmed by the Society, ſhall be 
final; which Confirmation ſhall be by Ballot.
